OUR INDUSTRIES. 
American Tabarro Company. 


The cultivation of tobacco in Califor­ 
nia Is a subject that lias long occupied 
the attention of scientific men. 
About 
eighteen months ago a number of gen­ 
tlemen incorporated themselves into a 
company under 
the name of the 
American Tobacco Co., and they loca­ 
ted their operations on' San Felipe 
Hunch, near Gilroy in Santa Clara 
county. 
Dcsiringto proceed cautious­ 
ly they inserted un experimental crop 
and awaited results. 
What was the 
amount of ground planted is not stated, 
but tiie results were a crop of 87,lM*U lbs 
of tobacco of the purest and most varie­ 
gated sorts. 
Encouraged by their suc­ 
cess the company put in bob acres of to­ 
bacco of assorted varieties, all of which 
are pronounced superior to the moth- 
ers-stoek from transplantation. The 
great difference, however, in the tobac­ 
co and its main cause of alleged super­ 
iority arises from the process of curing. 
This process is said to lie so much 
better than any other inline as to war­ 
rant the company in applying for a 
patent. The patent was granted, and 
ttie company refuse to grant royalties 
to any persons except those who will 
go to their factory and perfect them ­ 
selves in the process of curing. The 
Company intends to incorporate afresh 
for the manufacture of cigars and to­ 
bacco, and to give distinctive names 
to tiie various brands, which shall 
show that they are the produce of the 
American Tobacco Company. 
Th«* 
capital stock is S7órt,(KKl and is mostly 
held by clear-headed scientific men. 
Dr. E. 1*. Howard, of this city, a heavy 
sha reholder, lias already sent a man to 
Gilroy lo learn the process, with a 
view to extending (lie operations of 
the company to tho Southern Dis­ 
trict. 
Several other gentlemen are 
also associated with Dr. Howard, and 
they intend puttingin an experimental 
crop this coming season. 
And now with regard to the practical 
results effected by the company, so far. 
Dr. Howard states that th is year’s 
crop, at Gilroy, is estimated at 1,000,­ 
000 lbs., and th at it contains the fol­ 
lowing assorted varieties. (Havana, 
Connecticut seed leaf, Oronoeo, Latft- 
kia, and ninny other kinds. 
He ex­ 
hibited a leaf from the second crop of 
Havana tobacco, not loss than sixteen 
inches long. 
An experiment is now 
being mode to see whether the compa­ 
ny can rely on a second crop. The 
early frosts may or may not hurt the 
second crop, hut this point can only tie 
tested by time. 
The next leaves ex­ 
hibited were several first crop Havana 
leaves, and were not less than fourteen 
inches broad and twenty inches long. 
The Connecticut seed leaf differs wide­ 
ly from the Havana, inasmuch as it 
is only about fourteen inches wide, 
though over twenty-four inches in 
length. This variety is of great value, 
inasmuch as it is used for wrappers of 
the Havana cigars. The Oronoeo to­ 
bacco lias a prettier and more symmet­ 
rical leaf than any of the other sorts, 
anil, as though it loses in quantity 
what itgains in quality, is the smallest 
of all the varieties. Tiie Lotakia leaf 
dift'ei'S from all the rest, by being over 
two feet in length, ami only five inches 
broad in the widest part. 
The leaf 
has a texture like silk, and is as 
smooth as satin. There is a great deal 
more information whieli cannot of 
course be condensed in “Our Indus­ 
tries,” but it will readily lie given by 
Dr. Howard, on application. That to­ 
bacco thrives wonderfully in U alifo- 
nia, is now an ascertained fact, and 
there seems to lie no doubt that the 
Company imssesses a most important 
patent for the curing of the leaf. The 
subject is worthy of the attention of 
all producers, and these stray notes are 
commended to them in the hope of 
awakening some interest in this im­ 
portant branch of “Our Industries.” 


Sale and Management nt' Water 


Tli'e following ordiuatice, relative to 
the sale and management of water, 
was passed by the Council, and will 
interest our readers: 
See. 1. That for the purpose of irri­ 
gation ill said city, each year, shall be 
and hereby ¡«divided into two seasons; 
the irrigating season and the winter 
season—the first or irrigating season 
to cmDrace th at portion of the year 
fromtuul including tlu’ 10th of March 
to tiie 10th day of October following; 
t he second or winter season to embrace 
that portion of the year from and in­ 
cluding the said 10th day of October, 
to the 10th day of March of the year 
following: 
See. 2. That during the irrigating 
season water shall lie sold and furnish­ 
ed to irrigutors upon the following 
terms, and none other, to wit: 
For one head of water |jer «lay for 
use inside of city, *1 75. 
For one head of water per day for 
use outside of city, $8. 
For one head of water per night for 
use inside of city, Si. 
For one head of water per night for 
use outside of city, S2. 
For one head of water per half day 
for use inside of city, Si. 
For one head of water per hour, 5ft 
cents. 
See. 8. That during the winter sea- 
Non water shall be sold and furnished 
to irrigators upon the following terms, 
and no other to wit: 
For one head of water per day, SI. 
For head of water per night 25 cents. 
See. 4. Ttiis ordinunee shall take 
effect and be in force from and after 
its passage, approval and publication, 
and all the ordinances and parts of 
ordinances so far as they conflict with 
this ordinance and no further shall he 
and the same are hereby rcjiealcd. 
Approved. 


T b e G row tli o f I,o s A n g eles. 


No greater test of the growth of a 
town can lie applied than the compar­ 
ison of the votes cast at the different 
elections. The vote cast in Itos An­ 
geles city and county in 1808, and 1873 
shows an increase of 5ftft w>tes. This 
will naturally represent the growth of 
population not exactly ascertainable, 
nut larger perhaps than that of any 
other district in California.

A brilliantly filled auditorium greet­ 
ed Madame Bishop last evening. The 
programme was performed in its en­ 
tirety with the exception that the 
Da quel Di was left out, and the 
(¿limito Amare and the Vadani Via di 
qua were introduced. 
Mr. 
Frank 
Glider played better even than on his 
first appearance. 
He seemed more at 
home, and played as if lie felt that ids 
wonderful ability was recognized. He 
opened the concert witli WoKmhaupt'h 
“Concert March,” and it seemed im­ 
possible tbr 
the audience to hear 
enough of him. On receiving a third 
encore in the second part, he played a 
transcription of "America" finishing 
with Yankee Doodle with the right 
hand, and the National Melody with 
the left. No one can conceive the im­ 
mense mechanical difficulty of the 
arrangement. 
Mr. Gilder played it 
without notes, and more than cvpr 
gave proof of the marvellous delicacy 
of his execution and his extraordinary 
manipulation. 
L. G. < Jottsclialk possesses one of 
those deep, mellow voices that are so 
rare, and which lie has enriched with 
thorough cultivation. W hether it was 
part of Ills original method, or whether 
lie hns imbibed Madatpe Bishop’s spe­ 
cial school, he sings with exquisite 
clearness and good expression. His 
rendition ofThe Vagabond was full of 
pathos, and even better M as his duet 
witli Madame Bishop. 
Like Muller, 
the great 
baritone of the Fahbri 
troupe, it would he fairer to class his 
voice as a “bassocantante,” inasmuch 
as the demands of “Trovatore,” "Bailo 
in Masehera,” “Traviala," and many 
other modern works, nw'pssitate a 
higher. register than either Muller, 
Maneusi. Gottschalk, and many other 
distinguished artists apparently pos­ 
sess. It may, however, lie doing Mr. 
Gottsehnlk an iujustiee to class his 
voice witli either that of Maneusi or 
Muller. The last named artist required 
the transposition of “ Erl tu,” as 
well as of “ 11 Balen” and 
“ Di 
Provenzn;” but in 
any ease Ver­ 
di’s baritone music is hurdly a fair test. 
Mr. 
Gottschalk received 
quite an 
ovation, and must have felt very pleas­ 
ed at his reception and success, Mr. 
W ilkie was in far better voice and 
would still lie singing, perhaps, if he 
had responded to the demands made 
upon him by his audience. 
Spi'cially 
worthy of not lee, was his Good-bye 
Sweetheart, and Tell Me Mary. The 
Holo 
Profugo, witli Mr. Gottsehnlk, 
was also very good. 
As for Madame Bishop, it s«‘t*ms that 
everything has been said which can be 
said. 
Praise may become almost ful­ 
some, and yet this delightful artist de­ 
mantis every word of warm hearty 
eulogy that the pen can form or the 
mind create. The most wonderful part 
of Madame Bishop’s singing, is the 
preservation of her voice. There is 
not another lady in the world, now 
singing in public, who has sung so 
much or traveled so far as Anna Bish­ 
op Schultz. 
H er My bud in heaven, 
was delicious. Jiabert toi quc fa im r, 
was enthusiastically encored, as indeed 
was everything she sang. 
The au­ 
dience were positively greedy, and to­ 
ward tiie last many were ashamed to 
demand encores,* from their knowl­ 
edge of the exertion which they M ere 
entailing on their favorite. 
No two 
such audiences have ever greeted any 
artist in succession, in Los Angeles. 
The third nnd last Concert takes place 
on Monday evening next, and doubt­ 
less a still* larger audience will assem­ 
ble to honor Madame Bishop and her 
associates, 
it is to he regretted that. 
Monday is the 
last 
Concert, 
as 
a testimonial, 
in the 
shape of a 
benefit to Maduinc 
Bishop 
Mould 
certainly lie liberally responded to. 
Los Angeles lias a had name amongst 
the Iom' classes of professional peripa­ 
tetic strollers, Mho occasionally annoy 
the town; but no really good artist 
can ever eome here m itliout fully ap­ 
preciating practically the enthusiasm 
of its music and dramatic-loving imp­ 
utation.

During the Judicial election the 
World committed the mistake against 
which we are warned in Holy W rit. 
Like the warrior described iu that sa­ 
cred volume, who rejoiced when he put 
on his armor, instead of deferring his 
exultation until he should take It oil’ 
victorious, we had everything our own 
way before the election. Perhaps that 
was Just as well, as we were destined 
tohaveverv few things to our mind 
alter it. NVewere a good deal in the 
S 
light of Capt. Bobadil and good old 
aek Falstan—we bad to make boast­ 
ing pass for strength. How we did dis­ 
pose ofMcNealy before the election! 
\Ve didn’t leave him a leg to stand up 
on. He wouldn’t appear in the count 
at all. Of course not. 
But he did, 
though, for all that, and to some pur­ 
pose. While his indefatigable m ana­ 
gers were setting his voters in line 
throughout the different precincts, with 
unsurpassed skill, we were dissipating 
them luto thin air—on paper. As fast 
as real votes were made for McNealy, 
we made paper ones for Hayes. And 
it was not without signiücance—the 
quickness with which the “m any­ 
headed multitude” “twigged” our lit­ 
tle game. We were, after all, only im ­ 
proving on the pardonable foible of the 
immortal Sairy Gamp. Bhe liad her 
imaginary Mrs. Harris, and we had 
our army of shadowy, unsubstuntial 
Hayes partizans. 
Like Glendower 
with his spirits, we were in the habit 
of calling upon our voters, but they 
wouldn't come on election day. 
Well, we were well threshed day be­ 
foreyesterday, and we didn’t feel well 
about it for some time. 
The “mere 
boy” is elected, and we may remark, 
par parenthese, that it is a signal step 
forward for so young a man. We have 
the authority of the homely old uphor- 
isui thut ,‘care killed a cat” to justify 
us in refusing to brood over our defeat. 
Had as that is, we should only make it 
worse by continuing to feel bad about 
it. 
But that we had an hour or two's 
rather grievous experience is undoubt­ 
ed. 
During this stage we gloated over 
the amount of casli money that may 
possibly have been disbursed. W e un­ 
doubtedly put our opponents to their 
trumps, and it was only by dint of 
hard, persistent work that McNealy 
was made Judge. 
But that reflection 
was hardly balm of Gilead, when we 
thought about it a little. 
it is said that a frank confession is 
good for the soul. The spectre of the 
World’s opposition undoubtedly made 
McNealy’s friends stir their stumps 
and go to their bank accounts; but the 
fact that a personal animus pervaded 
our utterances weakened our opposi­ 
tion. The World gave voice to some 
hard truths during the last campaign, 
which would have had much more 
force if our personal ill-humor had not 
been supposed to 1 ie at the bottom of 
our assaults. 
We admit that a news­ 
paper, in order to have its just weight, 
should be supposed to be free from per­ 
sonal hostility’. The fact thut a “mere 
hoy” carried ofl’ the nomiuation thut 
was not tendered to us, robbed our ar­ 
guments of half their force. 
W ell, he is elected. 
A very young 
man, he goes upon the bench, to make 
for himself a signal reputation if he 
looks to honor anil is studious. The 
fact that be has carried ofl’such a prize 
a t twenty-five years of age, if he makes 
a just and attentive Judge, and labors 
to store his mind with prop*er learning, 
will guarantee him a brilliant future. 
We have gotten over our chagrin, and 
concluded to grin and bear our defeat. 
We trust heartily that Judge McNea­ 
ly’s conduct on the bench will disprove 
our frequently expressed opinion of his 
unfitness to be there.—iSan Diego 
World.
